falls in this country. It is i-al!cd tlie 
Silver Thread, ar.d fall*, as near as can 
In* calculated. I.EOO feel. The des-vent 
is cot perpendicular, but it Is to ceai 
it that it is hard cot to l«elieve that 
the water does cot fall ttraiglit down, 
when xiexved from across the canyon. 
The xvater comes from a 
mountain 


imam which has co name. It flows in 
a northerly direction towards the can- 
yon from the foot hillj of the Absaroka 
range of mountains. It* entire route 
is through dense forest* until it reaches 
the very edge of the canyon. Then it 
plunge* downward xxith a roar In keep- 
ing xvith ils size, acd keepj dropping 
and dropping until the Yellowstocerivei 
below is reacted, J,SOO feet frurn the 
brink. 


As stated before, tte descent i* not 


perpendicular, but it is very tear it. 
Tte walls of the canyon at that par- 
ticulir place are very rugged, and this 
little ttream has xvorn almost a straight 
channel down through ther^cks. The 
xvater dash?x downward at a x ery tligbt 
angle, practically turning ceitter to 
the right cor the left.

Although thU waterfall I* 15 


f««l wide from top to bottom, it doe* 
not appear to be more than a couple ol 
inches wide from the point of observa- 
tion. The wall* of the canyon xvbere 
these falls, occur are below the vivid 
coloration*, and are of dark brown. 
The water look* like a silver thread or 
ribbon ttretched from the brink of the 
canyon to tte water below, hence the 
name.
